CHICAGO, Feb. 12 Judge Grosscup 
has postponed the Debs trial until the first 
Monday in May. He @ischarged the jury 
today on account of 0 serious illness of 
Juror Coe. 

A dramatic scene followed the decision 
of Judge Grosscup discharging the jury. 
The jurymen left their seats and, while 
some stopped to shake Judge Grosscup's 
hand, the majority, of them hurried to 
where the prisoners were seated and sur- 
rounded Debs. Tres slapped him on the 
back, shook hands With him and again 
and again expressed profound admiration 
for his bearing during the trial. 

“Debs,” said Juror Baird, ‘when this 
trial opened I was in favor of giving you 
a five years’ sentence, but now I am anx- 
ious to see you. free.“ 

Similar expressions were heard from the 
other jurors and it was evident that the 
case would have regulted in an acquittal 
‘had it not ended in a mistrial. The attor- 
neys for the defense were crestfallen at 
the sudden ending of the case. All ex- 
pressed the opinion that victory was in 
sight for the defendants when Juror Coe's 
illness stopped the proceedings. 

The defendants were equally sorry that 
the trial could not proceed. Debs ex- 
pressed himself as confident that he and 
his asso¢iates would have been acquitted. 
The continuance of the case leaves the

Two Big Watch den to 


Consolidate.

CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—The Times says 
that the Elgin National Watch Company of 
Elgin, III., and the Waltham Watch Com- 
pany of Waltham, Mass., will, in the near 
future be consolidated and pass into the 
possession cf a British yndicate. The valu- 
ation of the two properties is $16,090,C00, 
of which amount ‘£9,000,000 goes ta the 
credit of the Elgin company and $7,000,000 
to the Waltham concern. 

This sale to a British syndicate and con- 
sequent consolidation was on the point of 
being completed last summer, ut failed, 
owing to the greatly-disturbed ‘condition 
of industry ard finance. An option was se- 
cured at that time, but the British invest- 
ors were cautious and chose to lose the 
option rather than run the risk of a large 
investment at a time when many Euro- 
peans believed the United States was on 
the verge of financial and social revolution. 

Negotiations were renewed at once, how- 
ever, and have progressed so far that there 
is today on deposit in a Chicago the sum 
of $200,000 to bind the bargain and secure 
the promoters’ commissions, and a corre- 
sponding sum in a Boston bank. The El- 
gin and Waltham factories turn out 85 per 
cent. of the total product of watches in 
more than half tha:

HARRY HAYWARD’S BROTHER 
oo THE STAND. 


An Effort Will be Made by the De- 
fense to Implicate Adry Hay- 
ward in the Killing of

MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 12.—The cross-ex- 
amination of Adry Hayward today brought 
out the fact that a violent haired existed 
between Adry and Harry. Adry admitted 
he has been charged with embezzlemeut 
from his father by both his brother and 
father, but claimed the money had been 
stolen from his flat by "Iarry for the pur- 
pose of fomenting trouble. Adry declared 
that that was all that ever made the 
trouble. Mrs. Hayward, sitting

When th® dondsmen filed their claim . 


in the county court for ‘$268,539.52, the 
‘amount was sd stupendous that Judge 
Jesse Jones refused to allow it until tur- 
ther proof of its correctness was filed. 
This was done on February 9, when an 
itemized statement of tHe amounts ab- 
stracted by Ramsey from the State treas- 
ury was put in the hands of the court. 
It showed that Ramsey had begun tam- 
pering with State funds seven days after 
taking office. on January 3, 1897. 


The day upon which Mr. Ramsey took to 


his bed the claim of the bondsmen on the 
bond, which was filed in the county court, 
is very simple in language and reads as 


follows: 
“Estate of Rufus N. Ramsey, to John 
H. Wilbeck et al., debtor to cash paid by 


them as bondsmen for Rufus N. Ramsey

This sum will have to be paid before 
any of the other sums can be satisfied.

The speaker paid an elo- 
quent tribute to the commanding powers 
of Lincoln and to the breadth and liber- 
ality of his nature. 
Speaking of the famous Hampton Roads 
tonference, when Mr. Lincoln met the 
agents of the Confederacy regarding terms 
on which peace could be arranged, Mr. 
Watterson said: ‘‘Mr. Lincoln had inti- 
mated that payment for the slaves was not 
outside. the possible agreement for re- 
union and peace. I am not going to tell 
any -tales out of school. I am not here 
for controversy. But when we are dead 
and gone the private memorabilia of 
those who knew what terms were really 
offered the Confederacy—within ninety 
days of its total collapse—will show that 
in the individual judgment of all of 


them, the wisdom of the situation said 
‘accept.’ 
Mr. Watterson concluded as follows: 


Born as lowly as the Son of God, in a 
hovel, of what ancestry we know not and 
care not, reared in penury, squalor, with 
no gleam of light or fair surroundings; 
without external graces, actual or ac- 
quired, without name or fame or official 
training, it was reserved for this strange 
being late in life to be snatched from ob- 
scurity, raised to supreme command at a 
supreme moment and intrusted with the 
destiny of the nation. 

Where did Shakespeare get his genius? 
Where did Mozart get his music? Whose 
hand smote the lyre of the Scottish plow- 
man and staid the life of the German 
priest? Ged, God and God alone, and so 
surely as these were raised up by God, in- 
spired by God, was Abraham Lincoln, and 
2 thousand years hence no story, no trag- 
edy, no epic poem will be filled with 
greater wonder or be followed by man- 
kind with deeper feeling than that which 
tells of his life and death.”

Below is printed a summary of argu- 
ments in favor of the adoption of the 
amendments to the city charter, which 
are to be voted upon next Friday, by 
order of the City Council. 
ments have deen prepared by Messrs. 
Stimson, Griffith and Brodtbeck of the 
Citizens’ League, ard, though not con- 
curred in by us, are printed in The Times 
in order that both sides may be given 
a fair hearing: 


Following are seventeen good and sub- 
stantial reasons for the adoption of the 


proposed charter amendments, ~ 


Firet—Their adoption will secure the 
‘separation of municipal elections from 


all others, th State and national, by a 
period of eight months, which is in line 
with all advanced thought on the subject. 
All students of municipal government 
agree that the corruption, from which we 
suffer, is the outcome of the tenacious 
hold which the political manipulator has 
upon party organizations, and when mu- 
nicipal elections are held near to the 
times of holding gereral elections, the 
spirit of party feeling which pervades all 
classes. leads many to adhere closely to 
their party organizations, and therein lies 
the power of the boss. The removal of 
local elections from these influences will 
break ‘that power, leaving the voter free 
to think only of the good of the com- 
munity, and good officers and pure gov- 
ernment will be the result. 

nd—The office of City Assessor 
would be abolished, and with it would go 
not only the salary paid this officer, but 
also a large sum that is vearly paid out 
to his deputies, and in other expenses of 
the office. The office is unnecessary, for 
the work is now done by the County As- 
sessor. 

Third—The office of City Tax Collector 
would be dispensed with for the same rea- 
sons for doing away with the Assessor, 
and the abolishment of these two offices 
would effect an annual saving of some 
$20,000. 
Fourth Their adoption would effect an 
annual saving of about $25,000. 

Fifth—The payment of all moneys due 
the city Would be made directly to the 
Treasurer, which would prevent the hold- 
ing of large sums by the differént offi- 
cers, indiscriminately, as is now done, 
and would greatly lessen, if not entirely 
remove, the po lity of loss by defal- 
cation or carelessness, for all money 
would be in the hands of one man whose 
bond would be sufficiently large to cover 
any loss. 

Sixth—The — of book-keeping in 
the Auditor’s d6ffice would be so ‘altered 
and arranged as to make these books a 
thorough and accurate record of the city’s 
business transactions instead of the very 
incomplete and slipsbod attempt which 
they are under the present charter. 

Seventh—These amendments provide for 
an excellent and thorcugh system of re- 
ports, to be made by all officers to the 
auditor, showing in detail all transactions 
of the respective offices, whereby, both the 
Council and the public may know at all 
times what is going on and all errors and 
misdeeds will be brought to the surface at 
once, instead of being covered up by the 
lapse of time. 

Eighth—These amendments make a care- 
ful. revision of the city's payroll, alterink 
the salaries paid to figures commensurate 
with the services pefformed, and making 
some reductions. . 

Ninth—The arrangement of appointing 
and supervising powers is such as to defi- 
nitely place the responsibility for neglect 
of duty and wrong-doing in some one 
place. by which abuses may be speedily. 
remedied. 

Tenth—The provisions made for the cre- 
ation of stringent rules for the govern- 
ment of all departments will greatly, in- 
crease the efficiency of the service through- 
out the municipal administration. 

Eleventh—Provision is made whereby all 
contracts for public service such as light- 
ing, street-sweeping, etc., must be adver- 
tised for at least six months prior to the 
commencement of the contract. This no- 
tice” will give anyone who wishes to en- 
gage in such business with the city ample 
time in which to prepare for carrying out 
a contract, should their bid be accepted, 
and prevent the monopoly of such work 
by a few people who alone can bid under 
the present rule, by reason of their being 


the only ones prepared to do the work. 


Twelfth—It is provided that no con- 
tractor with the city can furnish bonds 
for any city official, nor can an official 
perform a like service for any contractor. 

Thirteenth—Provision is made for the 
keeping by the Auditor of an accurate and 
intelligible record of all bonds given to 
the city, whereby the sufficiency of all 
sureties may be readily known at all 
times and any violation of the provisions 
concerning bonds may be easily detected. 

Fourteenth—All street railway compa- 
nies are required to run cars under speci- 
fied limitations of time, thereby insuring 
good service on all lines 

Fifteenth—The Board of Education will 


be reduced in the number of its member- 


ship to seven, who will be elected at large 
instead of by wards, by which means a 
good board may always be obtained by 
discrimination on the part of the voters 
and known rascals may be kept out. 

Sixteenth—The City “Attorney and his 
deputies will be required to give their 2: 
tire time to the duties of their office ahd 
not permit any outside practice to engage 
their attention. 

Seventeenth—The building departmen 
would be placed in the hands of a com- 
mission composed of competent and trust- 
worthy men, by which its efficiency would 
be greatly enhanced.

The Eighty-sixth Anniversary of His 
Birth Celebrated by the 
Loyal Legion. 


An Eloquent Address by Maj. George 

W. Merrill—Speeches by Col. G. 

| Wiley Wells, Maj. Donnell 
and Others. 


The birthday of Abraham Lincoln was 
commemororated last evening at a meet- 
ing of the Southern California Association 
of Companions of the California Com- 
mandery of the military order of the 
Loyal Legion ‘of the United State. 
Through the courtesy of Mr. Bilicke the 
use of the parlors of the Hollenbeck were 
tendered to the association, 

It was “ladies” night’ and there were 
‘quite a number of ladies in attendance. 
The exercises were of a nature intended 
to bring out the more prominent, traits 
in the character of Abraham Lincoln. 
There was an opening address by Col. 
G. Wiley Wells, after which America“ 
was sung by the association and a piano 
selection was rendered by Miss Orilla 
Donnell. B 

A paper entitled, “Our Duty,” was 
read by Maj, Georgé W. Merrill. It was 
as follows: 

“With pleasure we have often revivified 
the memories of the brilliant headlights of 
the loyal army in the late civil war, and 
as often been thrilled with exalted senti- 
ments of patriotisf. © 

„We have recited or listened to the re- 
cital of stories of personal bravery, hair- 
breadth escapes and startling fhcidents— 
many rue, while some, perhaps, bore the 
impress of the character of Ananias; yet 
it may not be unprofitable, for a few mo- 
ments, to step aside from the frequented 
path and stand beside the trenches of the 
private soldier, or search among the graves 
of the uncoffined and unknown for the key 
to a principle on which to base the duties 
of the living and a horoscope of the fu- 
ture. 

„To my mind those silent mounds scat- 
tered throughout the land, with the sim- 
ple imscription, ‘Unknown,’ or ‘John Smith, 
Private,’ rudely carved on the pine slab, 
represent the sepulchers of heroes as grand 
as, if not grander, than he whose bones 
are laid at rest amid the pomp and cifcum- 
stance of official ceremony exacted by rea- 
sen of his official rank. 


inanimate relic which once was the em- 
bodiment of an immortality fighting for 
the cause of human progress. That silent 
mound, with all it implies, marks the 
course which the: people have traveled on 
their way to the Mecca of Freedom; it 
em zes the triumph of a grand prin- 
ciple; it is one of the evidences of another 
birth of that liberty christened by the im- 
mortal Lincoln: A government of the 
people, by the people, for the people.’ 

“The political as well as the spiritual 
and material world now is and ever has 
been impregnated with an unquenchable 
principle of growth, improvement, progres- 
sion. 

There is an impulse pervading the army 
of humanity to close the ranks, move upon 
the intrenchment of antique thrones, to 
‘attack the citadels of fossilized. ideas, to 
advance to higher planes of thought, ac- 
tion and better government. 4 

“Though battered and defeated at times, 
yet guided by the Polar star of liberty, 
the people have found their Bethlehems 
at Thermopylae, Runnymede, Yorktown 
and Appomattox. 

“While skilled leaders and organizations 
are a necessity in all advance movements, 
yet the Abou Ben Adhems who led all the 
rest in the cause of human rights have 
been discovered amid the ranks of and in 
touch with the sentiments of the people. 
Their swaddling clothes were not made of 
purple and fine linen, but, born in a man- 
ger or cradled on the frontiers of advanc- 
ing civilization, their lullabys were the 
creaking winds of the native forest or the 
wild zephyrs of the prairies, and they ab- 
sorbed the divine sentiment that all men 
are endowed with the inalienable right to 
“life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness.“ 

Amid such influences were developed the 
greatest military and civic leaders in one 
of the most important of the world’s 
epochs. 

“The character of the grandest figure in 
civil life was molded in such a school—a 
man of whom it has been said he had no 
ancestors and no successors. A communi- 
cant with nature in its primeval state, 
poverty was his companion; constantly in 
contact with’ the people, the hopes, fears 
and motives of mankind were his text- 
books. His only inheritance was a large 
brain, a good heart, and a mother’s bene- 
diction. Endowed with these he broadened 
into truet greatness—one emphatitally of 
the people and for the people, on whom 
God seems to have fixed his seal of ap- 
proval and in his honor to have ordained a 
new trinity: Liberty, !Icyality, LINCOLN.

THE INCOME TAX. 


Blanks Now Ready for Applicants at 
the Internal Revenue Office. 

The blank statements for making returns 
of the income tax have been received at 
the internal revenue office in this city, and 
are now ready to be given .out to appli- 
cants. The blanks were received a few 
days ago, and already 200 have been issued. 
It is estimated that there are at least 2000 
persons in this city and vicinity who will

come within the law. 

It is necessary that these returns be 
made to the collector or deputy collector of 
the district before the 4th day of March, 
1895. All corporations must file with the 
collector or deputy collector a statement 
of their business, even if they have lost 
money during the year. The penalties are 
extremely severe; on corporations the fine 
is $1000 and 5 per cent. of the tax they 
are liable for, besides the tax itself. On 
individuals the fine is 50 per cent. of the 
amount of the tax. 

On the ist of March all persons having 
an income of $3500 must make returns, al- 
though only those having an income of 
$4000 and over come within the provisions 
of the act. Deputy Collector Vance states 
that all visitors in Los Angeles owning 
property and having incomes from else- 
where within the United States, must make 
their statements to this office. oS 

The taxes to be paid under this law are 
payable on July 1 of each year, and if 
they are not paid and those persons who 
do not pay on that date and for ten days 
-a@iter demand therefor by the collector, 
shall be subject to a fine of 5 per cent. of 
the amount of the tax and interest at the 
rate of 1 per cent. a month.

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


The Courts. 
DECISION BY JUDGB SHAW AS TO 
THE NEVADA SOUTHERN. | 

Judge Lucien Shaw rendered his deci- 
sion yesterday afternoon in the case of J. 
W. Reinhart et al., receivers, vs. the Ne- 
vada Southern Railway Company, an ac- 
tion to recover $67,034.25 alleged to be 
owing by defendant to the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad Company, which accrued 
before the appointment of plaintiffs’ as 
receivers. which was recently submitted 
to him on demurrer, ordering that said 
demurrer be sustained. 

The demurrer is based upon the ground 
that a cause of action is not stated in 
the complaint, the glefendants contending 
that, under the facts alleged, plaintiffs have 
no right to recover the debts sued on, 
but that the action must be brought by 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, and not by the receivers, who are 
not authorized by the order appointing 
them to take, collect or sue upon the gen- 
eral choses in action of the company. The 
points are very carefully reviewed by the 
court in a lengthy written opinion, in 
which it is held that, inasmuch as the 
court. who made the order appointing the 
receivers, had no jurisdiction to make 
an order affecting any Scher property than 
that covered by the mortgage in the fore- 
closure suit of the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany, the only question to be determined 
in this case is whether or not the choses 
in action upon whieh it is founded are in- 
cluded in said mortgage. 

The account upon which the receivers 
sue is set forth in the complaint in nine 
causes of action, which are, in bfief, as 
follows: . 

First—For certain spikes, bolts, bars 
and other railroad construction material 
sold to defendant, amounting to 355,509. 46. 
It is alleged that the mortgagor had a 
surplus of this material, and it does not 
appear that it was ever used in or in- 
tended for the railroad covered by the 
mortgage. 

Second—For freight carried for the de- 
fendant, amounting tc $4638.88. 

Third—For coal sold to defendant, 
amounting to $930.55, 

Fcurth—For money due from the de- 
fendant for certain repairs of engines and 
coaches, made by the mortgagor for the 
defendant, amounting to $688.91. 

Fifth— For money due from defendant, 
on account of labor and material furnished 
in the building of the watertank at Blake 
for defendant's use, amounting to 

735.92. 

Sixth — For labor done in saying an extra 
sidetrack at Blake station for defendants, 
of the value of $462.51. 

Seventh—For the rental of certain roll- 
ing stock loaned to defendant, amounting 
to $3073.62. * 

Eighth—For oil and waste sold to defend- 
ant, valued at $110.81. : 

Ninth—For $890.67 due for one-half of 
the cost of maintaining the station at 
Blake, which it is alleged was occupied 
for the joint use of defendant and the 
mortgagor. In other words, it is for money 
paid for the use of defendant. ~°* 

It is held by the court that the only 
theory upon which receivers would have 
authority to take charge of such assets 
of the railroad company as those enumer- 
ated would be that they are entitled to 
take charge of all assets of the com- 
pany. This, however, in the opinion of 
Judge Shaw, can be done only in the case 
of a receiver appointed under a general 
creditor's bill, the object of which is not 
to preserve certain property and the rents 
thereof to apply upon a specific debt. but 
to administer upon the entire estate of the 
debtor for the benefit of all his creditors. 

SUIT FOR DIVORCE. 

Judge York was occupied all day in De- 
partment Three yesterday with the trial 
of the case of Annie Evans vs. W. E. 
Evans, an action for divorce upon the 
ground of alleged desertion, part of the 
case being held with closed doors. Judg- 
ing from what little could gathered from 
the depositions which were read before the 
court made the order excluding the re- 
porters and public, there are several pe- 
culiar features connerted with the case, 
which will doubtless have to be explained 
before the plaintiff secures her decrec. 
The matter was not concluded yesterday, 
but will be taken up again this morning. 
ADJUDGED INSAN 

Mark Gorman, a native of Ireland, 52 
years of age, was duly adjudged to be 
insane, and committed to the State Asy- 
lum at Highlands, by Judge York. yester- 
day. in accordance with the recommen- 
dation of Drs. Mathis and Merrill, the com- 
missioners by whom he was examined. 

Gorman was, until a few days ago, an 
inmate of the Soldiers’ Home, of which 
institution he believes himself’ to be the 
owner. He is also under the delusion that 
the government owes him vast sums of 
money, and has for years past indicted 
lengthy communications to various county 
and Federal officials on the subject. His 
condition is attributed to alcoholism.

He says he was in Florida 
during the freeze the latter part of De- 
cember, and from what he saw then and 
the condition of the orange and lemon 
trees when he left three weeks later, he 
cannot see how it ‘s possible for the 
orchards there to produce any fruit the 
coming season. When he left, the 
weather having turned warm, the trees, 
those not killed, were growing rapidly 
and were generally budding out, and that 
from the condition they were in when the 
freeze came a few days ago, the people of 
the Southern California citrus belt had 
just as well calculate that there would 
not be a box of Florida oranges come in 
competition to the California crop next 
year. He says that none but the older 
trees would ever again produce fruit.

SANTA BARBARA, Feb. 11.—(Special 
Correspondence.) During the past week 
Santa Barbara markets have again dis- 
played strawberries of fine quality, which 
have sold at 15 cents for a quart basket. 
„ew potatoes continue to come in in good 
supply, and green peas retail at 25 cents 
for four pounds. Cucumbers are to be 
seen, but they find few purchasers at 20 
cents apiece, while asparagus maintains 
its price of 30 cents a pound. Rhubarb 
is 15 cents a pound, and on the common 
all-the-year-round vegetables, quotations 
do not change from their usual low rates. 
The local orange crop is coming in in quan- 
tity, and can be had at all sorts of prices 
in all sorts of qualities. The best seed- 
lings are 20 cents a dozen, but a very good 
quality, smaller in size, sell for 10 cents 
a dozen; while mandarins are held at the 
same price, and tangerines bring precisely 
double. There are quantities of little or- 
anges, not ill to look upon, which retail 
for 5 cents a dozen, windfalls, which by 
the way, are as good as fruit fresh from 
the tree, if sold when fresh, a condition 
easily ascertained by the state of the skin.

THE DIRE AFFLICTION OF AN 
INSURANCE AGENT. 


He Will Lose His Eyesight if not 
His Life— Stricken Almost 
Without Warning or 
Premonition. 


As a general proposition the medical fra- 
ternity throughout the world have 80 
thoroughly exploited the human frame 
that there is no Ill that flesh is heir to“ 
that cannot be diagnosed and more or less 
successfully treated. Once in awhile, how- 
ever, some curious case will develop, as 
if Dame Nature wishes to Allustrate the 
fact that there are yet unexplored regions 
that science has yet to deal with. The 
peculiarities of such a ease are carefully

Opening the 
door he found Mills lying face downward 
on the floor moaning in a most agonizing 


same building, and upon the latter reach- 
ing the side of Mills he found him press- 
ing his fingers in his ears and gtill con- 
tinuing his piteous outery. He was lying 
face downward and upon turning him on 
bis back an appalling sight was revealed. 
Whatever disease had laid hold on the 
young man its effect was hideous enough. 
The eyes were protruding from the sock- 
ets to the extreme limit of the nerve 
cords. The sudden hemorrhage back of 
both orbits was of such a nature as to 
rupture both eyeballs, and cause the blood 
to issue from the eyes. An opiate was 
given to allay the pain, and Dr. Clarke 
called Dr. Becket and a little later Drs. 
Ellis and Babcock, eye and ear specialists 
to meet in consultation. 

Without positively arriving at that con- 
clusion the medical gentlemen were 
agreed that the patient most probably had 
been suffering from aneurism of the op- 
thalmiic artery, which, upon rupturing, 
caused the frightful agony that Mr. Mills 
endured, and which may cost him his life. 

The young man is 35 years of age, and 
his parents reside at Hamilton, Ont., where 
they were communicated with last night. 
A telegram was received from his father, 
saying that as soon as possible he would 
come through to Los Angeles. 

Mr. Mills, so far as could be learned, was 
a more than ordinarily steady young fel- 
low, but for some time past has com- 
plained of pains in the head. Everything 
necessary was done by the attending phy- 
sicians to alleviate his pains, but no radi- 
cal measures were adopted to relieve the 
internal pressure of blood against the 
eyes. Whether one or both will de re- 
moved today, or whether it will be deemed 
wiser to trust to the small but continuous 
flow of blood from the eyes, and the nat- 
ural process of absorption, to relieve the 
patient, remains to be seen.

There seems to be a reasonable amount 
of certainty that at no very distant date 
there will be a uniform classification. Dur- 
ing the past five years shippers have in- 
augurated various movements to attain this 


end and secure the same system of classi- | —

fication for all roads, but without avail. 
While a majority of the roads favor the 
plah each movement in this direction has 
been killed almost in its inception by the 


objections of two or three roads, all others 


taking an affirmative stand. 

With the lower rates of Eastern lines 
once adopted in a Western State the new 
order of things is bound to spread rapidly. 
This in itself would, in the course of time, 
result in a compulsory uniform classifica- 
tion, but certain optimistic shippers do not 
believe railroad officials will wait for that. 
They prefer a classification such as that 
prepared by the committee that considered 
the subject four years ago. Every road in 
the United States voted favorably .upon 
that classification with the exception of 
the Southern Pacific and the New York 
Central. Neither of these roads favors 
the official classification—the six classes of 
Which are to be adopted for Illinois by the 
State Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion—for universal use, and rather than 
see it adoptéd will favor the classification 
they voted against four years ago. Mean- 
time, several Western lines, in view of the 
spread of the official classidcation, are said 
to be preparing to urge prompt action on 
the adoption of a new and uniform classi- 
fication. At present it is only an expert

EXPRESS BUSINESS AT LOS ANGELES. 
The receivers of the St. Louis and San 
Francisco road made application to the 
courts some time ago with regard to the 
application of Wells, Fargo & Co. for a 
modification of their contract with the 
railroad company, and the matter was 
considered by Judge Caldwell a few days 
ago. The contract was made with the 
Santa Fe Company in December, 1892, and 
Was to run five years from July 1, 1893. 
It again illustrates the enormous expres- 
sage that must necessarily be handled to 
permit of any such contract being made 
in the first instance. By its terms Wells, 
Fargo & Co. were to supply express serv- 


‘ice on all the daily passenger trains on the 


Santa Fe system, embracing the main line. 
the St. Louis and San Francisco, or as it 
is commonly known, the ’Frisco; the Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fe, the Atlantic and 
Pacific, the Southern California, the Col- 
orado Midland and the Sonora railroads, 
comprising an aggregate of 9200 miles. 
Wells, Fargo & Co. agreed to pay the rail- 
road company 55 per cent. of the gross 
earnings of the express business, but in 
no event was it to pay less than $1,450,- 
000 a year, and this was to be in monthly 
payments of $120,833.33. Wells, Fargo & 
Co. claim that the contract is unfair, 
hence the application for relief. They 
claim that business has been carried on 
at a loss, the deficit in 1893 being $150,000 
and this, after the most rigid economy, 
had been practiced. 

So far it would seem as if the express 
company had found they had the worst of 
the bargain, and were trying to ease 
themselves of a burdensome contract. It 
appears, however, that while the contract 
was under consideration, Wells, Fargo & 
Co. feared that difficulty might be en- 
countered in carrying it out, but Mr. Man- 
vel, at that time president of the Santa 
Fe, gave assurances that in such event, 


after one year’s trial, he would assent to 


a favorable contract. Upon this under- 
standing the express company want, as a 
matter of equity, the court to modify the 
contract. 

Any modification of the contract was 
opposed by the mortgagees, it being con- 
tended that the receivers held the con- 
tract as a part of the assets of the cor- 
poration, and must keep it as part of their 
trust. 

Judge Caldwell ruled that as the various 
roads comprised in the Santa Fe sys- 
tem, were parties tc the contract, they 
ought to be heard from and with that end 
in view the receivers were instructed to 
ascertain from the several parties in in- 
terest their wishes in the matter and then 
report back to the court.
